WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate 
Democrats are determined to back 
President Carter’s economic plan, 
turning down repeated Republican 
efforts to hand Americans immediate 
cuts in their income taxes. 
Carter has insisted on holding any 
tax cuts until later, when he plans to 
offer his own plan for a comprehensive 
restructuring of tax laws. He has 
threatened to veto any immediate tax 
cuts tacked on to his economic 
proposal. 
Still, Republicans spent Wednesday 
trying to get their Democratic 
colleagues to accept two amendments 
that would have provided workers with 
across-the-board individual tax cuts. 
Backers of the Carter measure are 
hoping to complete action on it this 
week. It would then go to a conference 
committee, which would work to settle 
differences between the Senate 
measure and the House version. 
The Senate has approved Carter’s 
request to scrap his original proposal 
for a one-shot $50 rebate to nearly 
every American, but has voted to leave 
in the bill a provision expanding tax 
breaks for businesses. 
Carter opposed the business tax 
breaks, but backers of the provision 
say they hope the President will back 
off his threat to veto the bill if the pro­ 
vision is not deleted. 
Despite the President’s threat to 
veto the Republican tax cuts if they 
showed up in the bill, GOP leaders 
argued Wednesday that the economic 
climate demanded the tax cuts.

Committee, argued that including the 
GOP tax cuts would be an “exercise in 
Army Recruit 
Q uality 
Grows Worse 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The quality 
of recruits entering the Army during 
the past three months fell to the lowest 
level in at least a year, and if the trend 
continues it could lead to recruitment 
of more women. 
A high school diploma is a main 
standard of quality for the armed 
services. But figures obtained from 
Pentagon manpower officials show 
that only 47 per cent of the Army's re­ 
cruits in January through March were 
high school graduates. 
This is about 9 per cent below the 
Army’s minimum objective and well 
under levels reported by the Marines, 
Navy and Air Force. 
The continued downward trend in 
the Army’s recruit quality seems 
likely to fuel a debate over con­ 
tinuation of the all-volunteer concept. 
Some Congress members, including 
Sen. John Stennis, DMiss., chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, contend the draft should be re­ 
stored. Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown disagrees. 
Army officials, 
who

problems 
partly 
on 
congressional cutbacks in funds, could 
turn to the acceptance of more women 
as a way of bolstering quality. 
Sources said about 90 per cent of the 
women recruited into the Army have 
high school diplomas, which the Army 
has said “is the best measure of 
quality as it relates to motivation, 
discipline and probability to complete 
the full term of enlistment.” 
The Army now limits its uniformed 
women to about 50,000 out of a total 
force of about 775,000.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Former CIA 
Director Richard Helms says making 
the nation’s over-all intelligence costs 
public would mean nothing to the 
American public. “It would fall in the 
dull thud department," he said. 
But Helms and two of his successors, 
William Colby and George Bush, 
warned a Senate committee Wed­ 
nesday that revealing the spending 
total would generate demands for 
further details that eventually could 
imperil U.S. intelligence operations 
seriously. 
Despite the warning, Adm. Stan- 
sfield Turner, current CIA chief, said 
any risk in publication is warranted by 
a need to be more open with the Ameri­ 
can public. 
The Senate intelligence committee, 
trying to decide how much the public 
should know about spending for 
espionage, arranged to hear today 
from a panel of three constitutional ex­ 
perts. 
The panel held its meetings to decide 
on authorizing intelligence funds for 
the next fiscal year in closed sessions. 
Now it faces a decision on whether to 
make any figures public or whether to 
maintain the traditional secrecy under 
which the money is hidden in military 
and other appropriations. 
Colby told the panel it faced “a 
watershed decision.”

The provision would 
give a tax deduction of up to $250 a 
year to a person who has a dependent 
65 years old or older at home.

Brent Hanawalt has found that his 
job as Personal Advocate Volunteer is 
much more than being a “big brother" 
to Bobby Shirey. He is not only a 
companion to Bobby, but a friend, 
teacher as well as an advisor and 
helper to Bobby’s family. 


Hanawalt is the first assigned 
personal advocate in 
Pickaway 
County. The program, coordinated by 
Mrs. Diane Berger, is aimed at helping 
developmentally disabled adults and 
children. 
This week is National Volunteers 
Week. The advocacy program is one of 
the newest volunteer programs in this 
area. The volunteer is recruited and 
trained by Mrs. Berger of the local 
office. He or she is then matched on a 
one-to-one basis with a protege-client 
who has a developmental disability. 
Clients are persons who have mental 
retardation, cerebral palsy, epilepsy 
or autism. 
Mrs. Berger said almost 60 referrals 
have come through her office. At the 
present time, there are only eight 
trained volunteers. She said more are 
needed and the number does grow as 


people are informed about the 
program. She receives her referrals 
through special education schools or 
workshops, childrens services, doctors 
or by word of mouth. 


On the national level, millions of 
man-hours are donated annually by- 
concerned citizens. They help out with 
religious institutions, hospitals; and 
health care, to educational and social 
facilities, to the arts and to public 
affairs. Approximately 37 million 
Americans over 18-year-old are 
volunteering at this time. 
The U.S. Department of I-abor 
estimates that by 1980 the volunteer 
work force will contribute $30 billion 
annually to the U.S. economy. The 
state of Ohio now recognizes volun- 
teerism as experience when one is 
applying for a job. 
Volunteers of today are struggling to 
become involved in deeper issues of 
society.

State CCC Plan Nearer Reality 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - It’s too 
soon for young Ohioans to apply for a 
spot in Ohio’s Civilian Conservation 
Corps, but the program has moved 
another important step toward reality. 
The Senate added its unanimous 
approval Wednesday to the bill 
already approved by the House. Now it 
returns to the lower chamber for 
consideration of Senate amendments. 
Then it goes to Gov. James A. 
Rhodes for his consideration. The 
Republican governor vetoed a similar 
bill sent him by the last Democratic 
legislature, but some changes in the 
new version are said to have overcome 
his principal objections. 
Federal funding eventually will 
determine the success of the program, 
which is similar to the old federal CCC 
of the 1930s. It gave Ohio and the nation 


many of their still widely used parks 
and recreational areas, built by young 
men out of work as a result of the 
Great Depression of that era. 
Sen. J. Timothy McCormack, D-31 
Euclid, asking Wednesday for ap­ 
proval of the Senate, said the bill has 
“a solid history in this century,” and 
represents a ‘ moderate and reasoned 
approach” to the problem of some 
100,000 unemployed youth in Ohio. 
However, the start will be modest. 
About 200 young people will be ac­ 
cepted for a pilot project which in­ 
volves restoring lands damaged by 
strip mining in southeast Ohio. The bill 
spells out some of the requirements for 
applicants, but others are left to the 
chief of civilian conservation whose 
job is created by the legislation.

High Court Faces 
Secrecy Problem

The 
Supreme Court, embarassed by what 
probably is an unprecedented news 
leak about a final court decision, may 
soon have to decide whether its own 
members can be swayed by publicity. 
Attorneys for former Atty. Gen. 
John Mitchell and onetime White 
House aides H.R. Haldeman and John 
D. Ehrlichm an asked the court 
Wednesday for permission to comment 
by May 7 on the impact of the news 
leak, which revealed facts from the 
justices’ private discussions about the 
three Watergate cover-up appeals. 
The lawyers plan to argue that there 
are effects from “ the publicly 
disclosed circumstances involving the 
consideration” of the case. 
News reports surfaced last week, 
saying the court already has voted to 
deny the appeals of all three men. 
Those reports said the court voted 5-3 
to turn down the appeals, but that 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger was 
holding up announcement of the vote in 
an attempt to get one justice to change 
his mind. 
In such appeals, four votes are 
needed to grant a full review. 
Such leaks from the justices’ closed 
discussions about pending cases are 
rare. If last week’s report proves 
accurate, it probably would be the first 
time in history that the final deter­ 
mination in a case was made public 
before being announced officially by 
the court. 
Speculation about how the leak came 
about has been rampant, but the 


reporter who originated the report, 
Nina Totenberg of National Public Ra­ 
dio, has said only that the information 
was supplied by unnamed “court 
sources.” 
The three high officials of the Nixon 
administration were convicted in 1975 
of conspiracy, obstruction of justice 
and testifying falsely under oath in

scandals. Each was sentenced to 30 
months to eight years in prison. 
While Ehrlichman chose to begin 
serving time while his appeal was 
pending, Mitchell and Haldeman have 
remained free.

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Men Qualify Carter Set For 
For Benefits 


A widower or a husband can get 
monthly benefits on his wife’s social 
security record without proving 
dependence on her under a recent 
decision by the United States Supreme 
Court. 
Previously a man had to prove he 
was .dependent on his wife to get 
benefits on her record if she retired, 
became disabled, or died after 
working long enough in jobs covered 
by social security. A woman did not 
have to prove she was dependent on 
her husband to get benefits on his 
record. 
Starting with payments for March, 
1977, neither men nor women have to 
prove dependency. Husband and wives 
can get reduced social security 
payments starting at 62 or full 
payments starting at 65. 
Widowers and widows can get 
payments starting at 60, or starting at 
50 if they’re disabled. 
Men who think they may be eligible 
under the court ruling can get in­ 
formation about applying for benefits 
by calling or writing any social 
security office, according to Harry B. 
Bieber, 
social 
security 
district 
manager in Chillicothe. 
"Social security payments may be 
affected by earnings,” Bieber noted. 
"You can earn as much as $3,000 in 
1977 and still get your full social 
security payment. But over $3,000, 
social security payments are reduced 
by $1 for each $2 earned. 
"That means that if your full social 
security benefit is $225 a month, you 
could earn over $8,000 for the year 
before your social security payment 
would be reduced to zero,” he said. 
“But no matter how much you earn 
for the year," he added, "you can get 
your full social security payment for 
any month you neither earn over $250 
nor do substantial work in your own 
business.” 
A man already getting social 
security benefits may also be eligible 
for payments on his wife’s record 
under the Court ruling, according to 
Bieber. "But he can only be paid an 
amount equal to the higher benefit— 
not both benefits," he said

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter is described as "ready, very 
much so,” for months of heated 
congressional debate on energy and 
other volatile issues because he is a 
political professional "who knows how 
to get things done.” 
This was the assessment of Bert 
I-ance, director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, as the first 
major debate of the Carter presidency 
— over energy policy — was getting 
under way. 
And looking back over the first IOO 
days of the Carter presidency, I^ance, 
one of Carter’s long-time govern­ 
mental partners and proteges here and 
in Atlanta, was reminded of a Carter 
campaign statement that "I want to be 
tested in the most severe way.” 
"He’s ready, very much so,” I^ance 
said in a telephone interview. He said 
Carter is particularly ready to be 
tested on energy because he enters the 
debate with a "deep sense of com­ 
mitment” that favorable action on his 
blueprint is essential. 
There is near-universal agreement 
in Washington that the unveiling last 
week of Carter’s controversial, many- 
faceted energy blueprint marked a 
turning 
point 
for 
the 
new 
ad­ 
m inistration 
— 
away 
from 
a 
"honeymoon” period and toward long 
months of intensive jockeying over the 
nuts and bolts of government. 
Asked if he believes Carter is 
prepared for the energy compromises 
that many observers regard as 
inevitable, I^ance declined to embrace 
the premise that major compromises 
can be expected. But he asserted: 
"First of all, the evidence speaks for 
itself. He's an awfully good politician. 
He knows how to get things done. He 
might not call himself a trader, but he 
knows where he wants to go and how 
he intends to get there.” 
Hamilton Jordan, a key Carter 
assistant, acknowledges that with the 
end of the first IOO days there has been 
a turning point in Carter’s relations 
with Congress and the people, brought 
about by the President’s energy 
proposals. 
While he said there has been no 
change of attitude or mood at the 
White House, C arter aides were 
pleased that at this point "a lot of plans 
are ready to be translated into policy 
and legislation.” 
Energy issues are only part of what 
promises to be a marathon test of 
C a rter’s 
ability 
to 
implement 
sweepmg campaign pledges to sim­ 
plify the tax system, revise welfare 
programs and prune the federal 
bureaucracy — all questions that will 
be ready for congressional debate by 
the end of this year. 
Consciously, Carter set out in his 
first IOO days to gird himself for the 
battles ahead by successfully cam­ 
paigning to elevate his own popularity 
rating, recorded at a lofty 72 per cent 
in the most recent Gallup Poll. In the 
process, he has come close to elevating 
political symbolism into an art form. 
In Carter’s view, symbolism and 
substance are inseparable, with the 
latter flowing from the former. 
If wearing sweaters, holding "town 
meetings” and mothballing chauffered 
governm ent limousines helped to 
make him popular and enhanced an 
image of trustworthiness, Carter is 
convinced his opportunities for dealing 
successfully with tough problems are 
correspondingly increased, 
As he told some visiting journalists 
last month:

president are derived almost com­ 
pletely from the support that I have 
from the people of the country.” 
I^ince recalled that Carter’s efforts 
as governor to reorganize the Georgia 
bureaucracy were the biggest drag on 
his popularity in that state. 
Asked if impending reorganization 
battles here were likely to yield a 
similar result. trance said he thought 
the opposite might occur. 
Although the budget chief said 
reorganizatioh plans, which will start 
flowing from the White House in June, 
will mightily upset a wide range of 
special interest groups, he expressed 
the view that there is a broad national 
demand for reorganization. 
In that situation, he said, Carter may 
actually enhance his national con­ 
stituency. 
Carter’s constituency was slim in­ 
deed when he entered office, having 
collected a bare 51 per cent of last 
November’s votes. From the outset, in 
his inaugural address, the new 
president moved to appeal for broader 
support, saying: 
“You have given 
me a great 
responsibility — to stay close to you, to 
be worthy of you, and to exemplify 
what you are.” 
So he walked to his new home from 
that ceremony, rationed renditions of 
"H ail 
to 
the 
Chief,” 
avoided 
limousines that looked like limousines, 
held a fireside chat, starred in his own 
radio call-in show, revived regular 
news conferences 
and 
enrolled 
daughter Amy in a public school. 
Richard E. N eustadt, Harvard 
professor and author of “Presidential 
Power," told The Associated Press in 
early February that he was optimistic 
Carter could make a success of such 
uses 
of 
symbolism, 
although 
acknowledging, “ifs going to be very 
hard to keep it from ... appearing 
phony or falling of its own weight.” 


Neustadt added: 
"If gestures — these symbolic 
statem ents 
— 
are 
arresting, 
noticeable, widely approved and 
popular, they will widen your mandate 
... Voters don’t pass bills, but the 
climate that’s created makes an 
enormous difference.” 
Jimmy Carter obviously agrees. 
Taking note of his 70plus approval 
rating, he predicted last month that his 
energy program would cause him to 
"lose IO or 15 per cent of that." But he 
added, "I’m willing to give up some of 
my own personal popularity among the 
people of this country to require them 
to face the brutal facts” about dwin­ 
dling supplies of oil and natural gas. 
The question is: Would Carter show 
a similar willingness to spend his 
political capital if he still could claim 
no more than 51 per cent approval? 
That’s the real nub of Carter's 
argument that symbolism and sub­ 
stance have partnership roles in 
making 
successful 
presidential 
leadership possible. 
Of course, performance also figures 
in the President's equation. He has 
said it is important that Americans see 
him as a man who will do what he 
promises. 
After the election, Carter had his 
staff compile his campaign com­ 
mitments in book form, as a reminder 
to himself. Acknowledged to be in­ 
com plete, 
it 
lists 645 separate 
"promises.” 
If Carter is to make good on all of 
them, he must, on the average, fulfill a 
different promise every 2l« days 
during the balance of his term. 
To date, he has redeemed a number 
of them, including pardoning Vietnam 
era draft resisters, speaking up for 
human rights abroad, seeking cut­ 
backs in nuclear arms levels and 
working for the creation of a new 
energy department.

Trade Growth Stymied 


After years of trying, with 
some success, to expand in­ 
ternational trade as a means 
to strong economic growth, 
both 
industrial 
and 
un­ 
derdeveloped nations today 
find 
their 
trade 
situations 
shattered by a single com­ 
m o d ityoil The huge drain on 
currencies to finance oil im­ 
ports has attacked other 
avenues of trade for both 
affluent and poor nations like a 
cancer. 
One set of figures tells the 
story. In the last three years 
the surpluses on the combined 
international accounts of the 


OPEC nations was $150 billion. 
That money came in far larger 
doses from the industrial West 
than 
the 
underdeveloped 
regions. Many of the poorer 
countries also 
have 
rising 
commodity prices to help 
offset their smaller oil im­ 
ports. 
As a result of the continued 
shift of resources, available 
credit is running out for Italy, 
Britain, France, Portugal, 
Spain and other countries. The 
oil crunch, in other words, is 
tightening. 
The ramifications are not 
only economic, but political. 


Extreme 
leftist 
political 
movements are building on the 
disrupted 
economies 
in 
several 
major 
western 
nations. 
Perhaps 
most 
seriously of all, 
the trade 
growth in non-oil goods so 
tediously constructed over the 
last two decades has been 
seriously undermined because 
of the chronic large deficits in 
international accounts. 
A continuation of that trend 
means a decline in living 
standards for a large number 
of people. In some nations, 
that trend already is well 
underway.

“ I ’m afraid, Madame,” he replied 
somberly, “ you have lost five years.”

Now that Jon is IS, his gardening 
know-how indeed makes his life richer 
and happier. Richer, because we pay 
him $2 an hour to dig. Happier, 
because he listens to transistor-radio 
rock while he works. 
Now that ecology is a large kick with 
many young people, many youngsters 
can become interested in developing 
their own gardens. The key to turning 
your child loose (without turning him 
off) on a growing project is to give him 
his own plot of ground or, if that is not 
available, his own sunny spot near a 
window.

NEW YORK (AP) — Just as some 
business economists are upgrading 
their diagnosis of 1977’s economic 
health, the White House appears to 
think the patient won’t be as strong as 
anticipated. 


The most important revision by the 
Office of Management and Budget is 
its expectation of an inflation rate, as 
measured by the consumer price in­ 
dex, of 6.7 per cent for the 12 months to 
December 1977, or 1.4 per cent more 
than foreseen earlier. 
At the same time, some business 
economists have gone the other way, 
anticipating less inflation than before, 
mainly because President Carter has 
removed the $50 rebate factor from his 
economic program. 
“ Assuming that Congress goes along 
with the administration, which looks 
likely, the near-term danger of sub­ 
stantially higher inflation and interest 
rates has been sharply reduced,” said 
Albert Cox Jr., president of Merrill 
Lynch Economics Inc. 
Cox has been among the foremost 
opponents of economic stimulus, 
saying for many weeks that it was 
unneeded and that if applied would 
lead to a precarious economic im­ 
balance. 


Now, following Carter’s dropping of 
the rebate proposal, he is telling 
clients that “ stable growth looks much 
more probable in the year ahead and 
somewhat more probable later in 1978 
as well.” Prospects for double-digit 
inflation have been reduced, he says. 
While Cox and others were revising 
their outlook to include a bit more 
sunshine, Budget Director Bert I^nce 


was beginning to see more gray as he 
looked through his economic telescope. 
Along with more inflation, his office 
foresees a smaller rise in the total 
output of goods and services, some 4.9 
per cent compared with a gain of 5.4 
per cent announced just two months 
ago. 
The revision is said to be a con­ 
sequence of the severe winter and the 
continued drought in the West. 
Oddly, some business economists 
are now expressing relief that the 
economy apparently came through the 
winter 
without 
long-lasting 
or 
irreversible damage. And they see the 
drought, while remaining serious, 
somewhat alleviated. 
Despite the introduction of gray 
matter into the relatively brighter 
scenario it had been using, there is now 
little in the White House forecast that 
differs greatly from that of some 
widely used independent economists. 
The former has revised downward 
the expected advances. The latter 
have closed the gap from their end by 
revising upward their anticipations for 
the economy. 
But perhaps more important than 
these considerations is the belief, held 
by both government and private 
economists, that the much troubled 
American 
economy 
is 
making 
progress, and relative to other 
countries, strong progress. 
It is fascinating to reflect upon a 
simple fact about the U.S. economy in 
1977, says Rinfret, and it is this: “ The 
American rate of economic growth will 
outstrip any major industrial economy 
in the world, including the U.S.S.R.

verbal communication that takes 
place in the sharing of gardening - for 
example, when one gives a cutting 
from a favorite plant to a friend.” 
Because we are largely an urban 
society, where food comes pre­ 
packaged and flowers come cut, in 
bunches of six, “ both adults and 
children have gotten a long way from 
the world of growing things.” Although 
high prices have caused a surge in 
vegetable gardening in the suburbs, 
there are still a great majority of city 
children who’ve never experienced the 
“ unique pleasure when the first green 
sprouts appear at the top of a dull- 
looking narcissus bulb, and later the 
fragrant flower appears.” 
It gives confidence to a child, 
knowing this magic will occur, and 
waiting for it. There is something 
certain and beautiful in the world. 
Most essential, says Aileen, is 
knowing how to sterilize soil so that it 
produces the best crop: spread it 
thinly in shallow containers such as 
aluminum broiler pans, place in a 180- 
degree oven for 30 minutes. Then, of 
course, cool the soil before allowing a 
child to plant in it. Children and seeds, 
both, are ouchy. 
She recommends picking plants that 
will sprout within a week or two or 
three, to combat the endless waiting 
that could turn into disillusionment or 
boredom. 
She also warns against disap­ 
pointments: 
“ Your child will have problems from 
time to time, but assure him that 
everyone does. You will likely kill a 
few plants, even experienced gar­ 
deners do. Don’t be discouraged.” 
Find out what went wrong, apologize 
to the plant and the soil, and start over. 
Children sooner or later (says she) will 
learn that “ much of the fune of gar­ 
dening is in the trial and error.” 
(I’m not sure I agree with Aileen 
Paul here. My son always found trial a 
trial. As for error — if a plant died, he 
felt like a murderer. But then, he was 
immature until he reached four.) 
If there is no sunny spot in which a 
child can be shown the marvel of 
growing plants, parents should buy the 
fluorescent type bulbs especially 
created to duplicate the color spec­ 
trum of the sun. They are inexpensive 
and, for most flowers and vegetables, 
very satisfactory. 
The problem with lights, of course, is 
that little children don’t know when to 
turn them on, and when to leave them 
off. As plants outdoors don’t like 
constant sunshine, indoor gardens - 
especially certain types of plants - 
don’t like to bask in glory night and 
day. 
“ Don’t worry about it,” an inorganic 
chemist named Luke Thorington told 
me recently. “ While it is true that 
some plants like more light than 
others, it is also true that all life - 
human and animal and horticultural - 
adapts itself to periodicity. So make it 
easy on your child. Tell him to turn the 
light on the plants in the daytime, and 
turn it off when he goes to bed at night. 
“ Tell him that’s what God does . . . 
and for Him it works.”

Headaches of all kinds plague 
thousands of people. Even intensive 
investigation often fails to relieve the 
frequency, the severity and the 
duration of headaches. 
Bio-feedback may become an im­ 
portant factor in 
relieving the 
headaches that have failed to respond 
to all other forms of treatment. 
Bio-feedback refers to the technique 
that uses electronic devices by which a 
person learns to control and alter some 
of his involuntary (not within his 
control) body functions. Most hospitals 
and universities now have bio­ 
feedback laboratories. 
At the Thomas Jefferson University 
in Philadelphia, a group of physicians 
has established a special program to 
study the advantages of bio-feedback 
in the solution of these problems. They 
state: 
“ Probably most headaches 
result from muscle tension and this 
can be reduced if the patient learns 
how to control it by bio-feedback. 
“ The second major cause of 
headache pain is the dilation (ex­ 
pansion) of arteries in the head. The 
vascular system can be highly sen­ 
sitive and very changeable in response 
to bio-feedback. 
“ The third most common type of 
headache pain is related to depression 
or oversensitivity, unrelated to either 


tension or 
vascular causes 
of 
headache." 
The directors of this bio-feedback 
program have strong evidence to 
suggest that patients with migraine 
headaches cease to have them for long 
periods of time, with bio-feedback 
training. 
Some patients were able to alter 
their body temperature, and thus 
interrupt the pain of vascular 
headaches. 
A group of other patients who 
developed the ability to relax through 
bio-feedback were able to reduce 
muscle tension responsible for head 
pain. 
Bio-feedback methods are con­ 
stantly demonstrating the ability of a 
person to control his reflex actions and 
to influence his body responses. It is 
now accepted that bio-feedback can 
cause fluctuations in blood pressure, 
changes in temperature and even 
affect brain waves. 
’All of this is no longer speculative. 
The bio-feedback technique has won 
great acceptance by responsible 
research workers, as a new and ex­ 
citing therapeutic tool for many 
medical disorders. Now, its direction 
for the relief of some forms of 
headaches will be welcomed by 
sufferers of intense headache pain. 
Peanut Supports 
Stir Capitol Fuss 
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WASHINGTON (A P) - The com­ 
promise legislation the Agriculture 
Department has worked out for a new 
peanut price support program will 
sharply cut the present law’s budget, 
officials say. 
Despite that, it apparently would 
violate President Carter’s policy that 
new farm programs not guarantee 
growers of a specific crop a profit. 
The plan, which some growers still 
are resisting after other factions of the 
business have agreed to it, would 
guarantee a profit of at least 6.6 per 
cent on a national average to peanut 
farmers next year. 
The Senate Agriculture Committee 
was expected to vote on it today. 
Carter, former head of his family’s

Chief Sees 
Upsurge 


CINCINNATI (A P) - James A.D. 
Geier, president of Cincinnati Milircon 
Inc., believes that an upsurge in 
machine tools by a wide range of in­ 
dustries may signal an upsurge in the 
world economy in 1977. 
“ The upturn may well indicate the 
beginning of a recovery in the capital 
goods sector which could lead to 
greatly improved prospects for the 
company in 1977,” Geier told a 
stockholders meeting Tuesday. 


Geier reported that new orders were 
$142.3 million for the first quarter, a 27 
per cent increase over the first quarter 
of 1976. 
Geier said machine tool orders 
generally reflect the trend of the 
economy. 


He predicted sales “ will exceed $500 
million this year, with significant 
improvement in earnings.” 
The firm reported sales of $448,422 
million in 1976 and $9,991 million in 
earnings. 
^ Geier cited strong demand from 
automakers for new machine tools. 
Geier said smaller industries are 
ordering as well indicating “ a renewed 
confidence in the economy that is very 
encouraging.” 


Cincinnati Milacron reported first 
quarter sales of $116.1 million com­ 
pared to $106.2 million for the first 
quarter of last year. Profit was $4,122 
million or $1.12 a share compared to 
$1,540 million or 41 cents last year. 


peanut business, long ago directed that 
he be kept out of the battles that have 
been going on behind the scenes for 
two months. 
The peanut program has been the 
only farm program in recent years to 
cost the taxpayers substantial sums, 
about $250 million last year. That has 
helped make it a favorite target each 
year of a number of northeastern 
members of Congress.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Austerity is 
getting more expensive all the time, 
the government says. 


The I i i bor Department said Tuesday 
it costs an urban family of four more 
than $10,000 a year to support an 
“ austere" living standard. The same 
family needs $16,236 to live moderately 
and $23,759 for an existence with some 
luxuries, the new figures show. 


The 
cost 
of 
living, 
based 
on 
calculations from last fall, rose 4.7 per 
cent for the austere budget, 6 per cent 
for the moderate budget and 6.6 per 
cent for the higher budget over the 
previous year. 
The 
department 
makes 
its 
calculations for a hypothetical family 
with a 36-year-old breadwinner, a wife 
who doesn’t work outside the home and 
their two children, a 13-year-old son 
and an 6-year-old daughter. 
The estimates include personal 
income taxes and Social Security 
payments. 
As was the case in 1975, living costs 
were lower in Southern cities than in 
other metropolitan areas. 
A poor family of four would have 
found the lowest costs in Austin, 
Texas, and the highest in Anchorage, 
Alaska. 
The high-budget family would have 
found a low of $20,628 to maintain its 
standard of living in Austin and a high 
of $29,667 in metropolitan New York 
and some areas of New England, the 
I^abor Department said.

Derby N ew s 


M R S . GEORGIA SWEET, KUfi-24fi2 


One of Derby’s oldest organizations 
which is still growing is the I.O.O.F 
I-odge No. 770, instituted on May 18, 
1888 and which quickly grew to 88 
members. It’s motto is truth, love, and 
friendship signified by three links 
joined together. Its first officers were 
Noble Grand — F. B. Zay; Vice-Grand 
- J. L. McKinney; Warden - John 
little; Secretary - William Chldney; 
Treasurer 
- 
L. 
W. 
Sherwood; 
Washington Ixxlge No. I was instituted 
April 26,1819 in Baltimore, Maryland, 
membership, 5. By Dec 31,1889 it had 
grown to include 8,789 lodges. 


Meetings were first held on the 
second floor of Mr. Mitchell’s meat 
shop located at the comer of London 
Road and Oak Street; all that marks 
the spot today is a vacant lot across 
from the Jim McPherson residence. 
The foundation for the Derby I.O.O.F. 
Hall was laid in 1906. It was built of 
pressed brick and was soon completed 
at the cost of $4,000 Meetings have 
been held there ever since. 


Milt C. Edwards had his stove, 
hardware, and farm implement store 
downstairs till the 40s when ill health 
forced him to close. The I.O.O.F. was 
responsible for organizing the first 
Derby Homecoming and Fish Fry in 
September 1914. It was held for years 
in the Bauhan woods, now the property 
of Mrs. Mae Delay. 


Since my own father was a member 
of the lodge from age 22 till his death in 
1954, his family knows first hand the 
services rendered our community and 
its concern for members in trouble and 
illness, and the high regard and loyalty 
of each member for their lodge. 
Friendship, love, and truth surely 
abound here. When meetings were 
held in those days members families 
were often invited to attend on special 
occasions. 


Members past and present have 
included men from all walks of life — 
doctors: (Our first, Dr. C. W. Higgins), 
Dr. 
Alfred Deyo, Stump, Toops; 
teachers: Sark, Green, Hall; one of the 
first B. and O. R. R. agents, W. B. 
Woodmansee; the stone quarry owner 
— Harry Mantle; carpenters: Geddis, 
Kitchen, Clifton, Neff, Francis, a 
harnessmaker — S. L. Shepperd; and 
many farmers — the earliest — 
W illiam 
Bauhan, 
Carpenter, 
Ridgeway, Mitchell, Minton, Brooks; a 
lawyer — Albert Brooks, and at least 
two postmakers, H. R. Matthaes and 
William (Brad) Spradlin. 


Today, the I.O.O.F. still serves the 
community, along with the Derby 
Men's C)^b. Mrs. Ruth Kanode, a 
Derby Rebekah, inherited her grand­ 
father’s IOO year old I.O.O.F. pin. It 
was presented to her husband. When 
Mr. Kanode passed away it was then 
presented to the husband of another 
Rebekah, Mrs. Ruth Hite. Mrs. Hite’s 
husband passed away some years ago 
and it has been presented to Harold 
Harmon, Past Noble Grand of Ixxlge 
No. 770; he and Mrs. Harmon, also a 
Rebekah, value the pin very highly. 


Judge William Ammer, District

Lien Repeal 
Bill Backed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — A bill 
designed to protect homeowners from 
unscrupulous or shoddily managed 
contractor operations has 
been 
recommended for approval by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 


The bill repeals the so-called 
“ mechanics’ lien” law, under which a 
homeowner can be forced to pay twice 
for construction or repairs, if con­ 
tractors and subcontractors on the 
work failed to live up to their 
obligations to each other. 


Already approved by the House, a 
favorable Senate floor vote on the 
measure, by Rep. John D. Thompson 
Jr., D-15 Geveland, would send it back 
to the House for consideration of 
Senate amendments. 


Judiciary 
Chairman 
Marigene 
Valiquette, D-ll Toledo, said most of 
the amendments were technical, and 
did not change the main thrust of the 
legislation. 


As the bill left the House, it applied 
only to one-and two-family residential 
units. 


One of the Senate amendments 
extended the protections embodied in 
the bill to owners of condominium 
units. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes vetoed a 
similar bill last year, but majority 
Democrats, who now have enough 
votes to override vetoes, list the 
legislation as one of their top consumer 
priorities.

An attorney for the Cincinnati board 
of education vowed Wednesday to 
return to Common Pleas Court in the 
board's fight to get striking teachers 
back to work. 
Nearly half of the district’s 3,100 
teachers began the third week of their 
walkout on Wednesday, disrupting 
classes for 65,000 students. 
Meanwhile, teachers in the village of 
Coldwater in Mercer County with 1,800 
students also remained out in a 
disputes with the board’s refusal to 
renew some contracts 
Teachers 
returned 
to 
their 
classrooms in Barnesville Wednesday, 
ending a four-day walkout after the 
school board offered a two-year 
contract to sixth grade teacher John 
Shepard, a seven-year veteran of the 
system. 
Teachers earlier had demanded a 
continuing contract. The strike af­ 
fected some 60 teachers in the 1,700- 
pupil Belmont County district. 
In Cincinnati, the 1st District Ohio 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
Wednesday 
dismissed an appeal filed by the school 
board which would have ordered 
teachers back to work. 
The appellate court dismissed the 
suit after commenting that a previous 
lower court denial of a temporary 
restraining order did not constitute a 
final order and was not appealable. 
Hamilton County Common Pleas 


Court Judge Frank Gusweiler ruled 
last week that to issue a temporary 
restraining order would only bring 
further chaos in the strike which began 
April 13. 
After Wednesday’s decision, school 
board attorney John Lloyd im­ 
mediately asked for a hearing on a 
request for a permanent injunction to 
end the strike. Gusweiler said he could 
not hear the matter for a week, but 
I Joyd said he will look for a judge who 
can act sooner. 
Cincinnati teachers are demanding a 
total 16 per cent wage increase. The 
school board has offered 6 per cent. 
School officials in Coldwater said 
almost one-third of the district’s 1,800 
pupils were in classes. About 20 non­ 
striking teachers, substitutes and 
administrators 
were 
in 
the 
classrooms. 
Teachers struck Monday after the 
board refused to offer new contracts to 
two teachers and an elementary school 
principal.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — When the 
House Finance Committee held a 
hearing earlier this month for public 
input on how the state should spend 
federal revenue sharing money, two 
witnesses showed up. 
One 
of 
them, 
Budget 
and 
Management Director William W. 
Wilkins had the same turnout at a 
hearing he called last January, despite 
ample advance publicity. 
The 
program, 
considered 
a 
breakthrough in state-federal relations 
when it began four years ago, is almost 
taken for granted in 1977. 
Although there was considerable 
concern among state officials late last 
year when it appeared Congress might 
not renew the aid, the dollars involved 
seem almost insignificant when 
compared to the total state spending 
package. 
Of the 
$14.4 
billion 
the 
state 
presently expects to spend in the two- 
year fiscal period starting July, I only 
about $183.5 million comes from 
Washington as revenue sharing. 
What may appear insignificant, 
however, has meaning in a tightly 
constructed budget that anticipates no 
new or increased taxes. 
“ It may be small, but I think it would 
take you about a penny sales to make 
up for it,” says Legislative Budget 
Officer Richard Sheridan. 
Why is it called revenue sharing 
anyway? 
“ They are sharing some of their 
money with us to spend as we want,” 
Wilkins explains. “ Their money,” of 
course is in part a return of federal tax 
dollars paid by Ohioans. 
The lack of interest in public 
hearings is understandable when one 
considers that Ohio has for the past 
three years just lumped revenue 
sharing money into the General 
Revenue Fund—in effect, the state 
treasury. 
Wilkins tried to change that in Gov. 
Jam es A. 
Rhodes' budget 
last 
February. He earmarked $5.4 million 
of the federal money for Department 
of Natural Resources projects— soil 
and water conservation, forestry, 
work on the teke Erie coastline, and 
natural areas and preserves. 
But House Democrats, a majority, 
scrapped funding of the projects in a 
rewritten budget bill and returned the 
federal money to the General Revenue

Mine Strike 
In 3rd Day; 
I 6,000Out 


BELLA IRE, Ohio (A P) — As a 
strike by miners in Ohio and the 
northern panhandle of West Virginia 
entered its third day, union leaders 
were meeting today to discuss ways to 
end the wildcat walkout. 
Most of the 16,000 members of 
District 6 of the United Mine Workers 
went out on Tuesday in a dispute over 
separate issues at four mines in 
southeastern Ohio 
John Guzek, district president, 
called a closed meeting of UMW 
leaders from the 52 local unions at a 
library here. 
The issues involved a foreman 
allegedly hitting a miner, a foreman 
allegedly arguing with a miner, a 
miner demanding a job after he quit a 
few shifts earlier, and a new absentee 
program implemented by one firm. 
The facilities were at the Franklin 
No. 25 mine of Consolidated Coal Co. at 
Cadiz; the Saginaw mine of Oglebay- 
Norton Co. at St. Gassville, the North 
American No. 7 at Garington, and the 
Simco deepmine of Peabody Coal Co. 
at Coshocton. 
Guzek traveled to Coshocton on 
Wednesday to appear at a bail hearing 
for two local union officers who were 
being held in contempt of court for 
allowing the walkout at the Simco deep 
mine. 
Judge 
William 
F. 
Brown 
of 
Coshocton County Common Pleas 
Court forbade a strike in February at 
the deep mine over the new absentee 
program. 
As a result of this walkout. Brown 
fined the local $1,000 for the work 
stoppage, plus $333.33 for each shift 
after Monday that the miners were 
out. 
He placed the two officers in jail for 
parts of two days earlier in the week, 
but released them in order to en­ 
courage the miners to return to work. 
On Wednesday, Brown decided to let 
the men remain free on their own 
recognizance while they appealed the 
contempt citation. 
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Couple Enjoys Handbuilt Log Cabin

PA TASKA^, Ohio (A P) - “ You 
know what I ’ve always wanted,” 
William Phillips mused to his wife last 
summer. “ A log cabin.” 


She didn’t comment and he thought, 
“ well that’s the end of that.” 


Next day at dinner, Mrs. Phillips 
asked where he’d put a cabin. 


“ Right out there next to the bean 
field," he replied. Still no comment. 


The third day when they sat down to 
eat, Mrs Phillips asked, “ Who’d build 
it?” 


“ I would," the 69-year-old farmer 
replied. 


“ If you think we can do it, I ’ll help 
you,” she replied. 


Now, less than a year later, a sturdy 
cabin sits across the drive from the 
Phillips' farm home four miles south­ 
west of this licking County com­ 
munity. 
“ We had a lot of fun doing it and will 
have a lot more fun using it," Phillips 
said. 
He and his wife, Opal, 64, haven’t 
abandoned their farm home for the 16- 
by-24 foot cabin, but admit to spending 
a lot of time in it so far this spring. 
They did all the work themselves 
except for building the stone fireplace. 
The outside walls are made of used 
utility poles. Phillips gathered stones 
from his fields for the fireplace. He 
figures the entire project cost less than 
$4,000. 
He and his wife of 45 years used a 
small tractor with a hydraulic lift to 
maneuver the poles into place. A chain 
saw saved a lot of energy in notching 
the poles. 
Phillips said he never had built much 
before but “ being a farmer 60 years, 
you got to learn how to drive a few 
nails.” 
The cabin was started in October 
and wooden shingles were in place 
before winter. 


This spring they put roughsawn 
cedar on inside walls and built a small 
loft. The cabin is furnished with a 
wood-burning stove, a home-made 
table and Mrs. Phillips moved a rocker 
and some other furniture from their 
house to the cabin. 
Most of the couple's family of five 


children four daughters and a son- 
and their ten grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild, live nearby and are 
.sharing the cabin fun. 
The cabin builders had only one 
disagreement. 
“ He wanted a dirt floor, but I said 
no,’’ explained Mrs. Phillips. She won 
and the cabin has a plank floor. 


Electricity hasn’t been hooked up 
but Phillips ran an extension cord from 
a nearby building so they can listen to 
records in the cabin. 
There s still work to be done. Phillips 
has some cracks to caulk and he wants 
to add a porch. 
But the couple said it is ready for its 
main purpose- a lot of sitting.

W.S. White Jr. offered A EP’s 70th 
annual shareholders meeting Wed­ 
nesday three parts to the solution: 
—Balance among available energy 
sources; 


—Reconciling energy developments 
and environmental protection; 
—Requirem ents 
for 
financing 
energy resource development. 


“ A logical policy, and one we hope 
Congress will adopt, is to accept the 
need for growth in energy supply, limit 
the growth of energy usage to the 
extent possible through conservation, 
and look to electric power based upon 
coal and nuclear m aterials to play an 
increasingly important role in the 
expansion of energy supply,” he said. 


White told shareholders at the first 
annual meeting to be held outside New 
York that if Congress mandates the 
installation of stack-gas scrubbers on 
power plants, ‘‘it will place a severe 
burden on the consumer of electric 
power...and may jeopardize efforts to 
solve the energy problems as it relates 
to electric energy. 
‘‘..the growth of electric power must 
be largely dependent on coal and 
nuclear materials for at least the 
remainder of this century,” White 
said.

AT HOOKS IN TUE CHILDREN’S LIBRARY 


Monday at 10.00 ifs time for another 
story time for two- and three-year- 
olds, so plan a trip to the public library 
with your little ones. You’ll find that 
this week’s new children’s books are 
geared to help pre-schoolers grow in 
mental and emotional maturity, 


Hefter’s “The Strawberry Book of 
Shapes,’’ "The Straw berry Word 
Book,” and “The Strawberry Book of 
Colors” are pre-prtmers designed to 
promote reading readiness skills, 
likeable characters and full-page 
illustrations bursting with color add a 
note of reckless gaiety to these learn­ 
ing tools. 
For the curious youngster who wants 
to find out about those thingamajigs 
and gizmoes in the doctor’s office, you 
might recommend “Doctors’ Tools.” 
Here some of the basic instruments 
found in an examining room or 
laboratory are labelled and simply 
explained. 
“Big Sister, little Brother” and

by Terry Berger, are simple picture 
book essays on feelings. Large 
photographs do most of the telling. The

Dirt Band Schedules 
®°y Sa ve d From Se w e r 
Russian Concerts 


D ENVER (A P) - The Dirt Band, 
which has played before audiences 
throughout the nation, is taking its 
blend of rock, bluegrass and country 
music on the Tbilisi, Yerevan and Riga 
circuit. 
The band will arrive in Moscow on 
Saturday for a 28-day, 24-concert 
schedule, the first American rock ’n’ 
roll group to tour the Soviet Union. 
“ We’ve been told people over there 
are very subdued, not laid back, but 
restricted,’’ said John McEuen, the 
band's bearded banjo player. “ Here, 
we go out and hit a few bars of ‘Cosmic 
Cowboy’ and people know what it is. 
That won’t be true (in Russia).” 
The Colorado-based band, formerly 
known as the Nitty Gritty Dirt Band, 
includes among its hits “ Buy For Me 
the Rain,” “ Mr. Bojangles,” and the 
album, 
“ W ill 
the 
Circle 
Be 
Unbroken?" 
Soviet 
officials 
have 
printed 
programs with lyrics to all the songs to 
be performed during the two-hour 
concerts. 
McEuen said the lyrics to “ The 
Battle of New Orleans,” could be “ a 
little weird” in Russian. Translation of 
another Dirt Band song, the Cajun 
classic “ Diggy Liggy IJ,” could be 
even more difficult, he said. 
The tour is sponsored by the State 
Department’s Office of International 
Arts Affairs. 
Other rock groups such as Chicago 
and The Doobie Brothers were con­ 
sidered for the tour, a State Depart­ 
ment spokeswoman said. But The Dirt 
Band was chosen because it plays “ a 
blend of sounds the Soviets would like 
to hear. A harder rock group would be 
very difficult to present in the Soviet 


Union at this time,” she said. 
McEuen and three band members 
left Denver Tuesday for briefings in 
Washington With them was singer Jan 
Garrett of another Colorado group, 
liberty, who is making the tour 
because the Soviets asked for a female 
vocalist. Another Dirt Band regular, 
Jackie Clark, will join the group in 
Washington. 


After performances in Moscow, the 
band will appear in Tbilisi, Yerevan, 
Riga and leningrad before returning 
home May 25. 


Between concerts, McEuen said, the 
band members hope to make a record 
in Russia, do a televison show in 
Moscow, and present seminars on 
American pop music at universities 
and conservatories.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — When 2- 
year-old Matthew Verburg skipped out 
on his afternoon nap, he had four hours 
to weigh the consequences while he 
waited to be rescued from a storm 
sewer. 
Cindy Verburg said her adventurous 
son, who was rescued by her 17-year- 
old brother-in-law, was bruised and 
scared, but otherwise uninjured. 
She said she and her husband, 
Douglas, were also napping when 
Matthew climbed out of his crib 
sometime after 2 p.m.

His uncle, Brad Verburg of 
Vandalia, climbed down the sewer and 
freed the child 30 minutes later. 
“ I just can’t tell you how kind all 
those people and police were about 
this,” Mrs. Verburg said.

Phillips officials acknowledged that 
today’s failure to shut off the well was 
a severe setback in their efforts to save 
the North Sea from further massive 
pollution. 


The oil company said that the half 
moon-shaped steel discs called “blind 
ram s” that were used today to try to 
close off the well had been tested to 
withstand only 4,000 pounds per square 
inch of pressure, but that the force of 
the oil spurting to the surface from the 
seabed was estimated at 4,350 pounds 
of pressure per square inch. 
Each time the seven-man team put 
the rams in place today, the oil 
pressure forced them open and con­ 
tinued to spurt crude oil into the sea. 
Robert A rcham beault, Phillips 
director of engineering for the midsea 
Ekofisk oil field, told a news con­ 
ference about the misplacement last 
week of the device designed to stop 
such blowouts. 


“It’s a good possibility that the well 
could have been sealed if the blowout 
preventer had not been installed in an 
inverted position sometim e last 
week,” he said.

VATICAN CITY (AP) - The Arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury, Dr. Donald 
Coggan, met Pope Paul VI today for 
talks on Christian unity. However, 
Vatican sources cautioned that the 
goal of uniting the Roman Catholic and 
Anglican churches and their 600 
million followers was many years 
away. 
The meeting between the 67-year-old 
spiritual leader of the world’s 60 
million Anglicans and the 70-year-old 
pontiff of the 600 million Roman Catho­ 
lics was the third such since Arch­ 
bishop Geoffrey Fisher and Pope John 
XXIII met in 1960.

NEW YORK (A P) — Any resem­ 
blance to the game of tennis, living or 
dead, is purely coincidental. 
The court is without lines. It looks 
like one of grandrra’s quilts with 
patches of blue, green, red and brown. 
The sport is played in indoor arenas 
where the most insipid lob — as in the 
case of the Garden’s Felt Forum — is 
likely to break a light bulb. 
In scoring, you never hear the 
traditional words, “ love,” “ deuce” or 
“ advantage.” Instead, it’s simple “ 1-2- 
3-4,” just the way Baby Ray counts his 
ducks in the kindergarten primer. 
Players wear flashy uniforms with 
numbers on their backs as they do in 
baseball and football. Basic white is 
taboo. So is the “ Quiet Please” rule. 
Fans are urged to bring horns, bells 
and other noise makers and kick up as 
much of a fuss as they please. 
They call it World Team Tennis. 
When it was bom in 1973 and formally 
unveiled in 1974, critics called it a 
circus. They insisted it couldn’t last. 
It was an aberration — neither 
tennis nor an acceptable franchise 
sport with which its architects hoped to 
compete for the spectator dollar. 
Today, April 28, 1977, WTT is alive 
and kicking. Prophesies of its early 
demise proved premature. Indications 
are that team tennis — rejuggled, 
refined and re-innoculated with blue 
ribbon talent — is here to stay.

Fitzgerald Slated 
For ASCS Position 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Agriculture 
Secretary Bob Bergland has decided 
on a South Dakotan to head one of 
Agriculture’s most important farm 
agencies, 
the 
Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service 
(ASCS). 
A Bergland aide said Wednesday 
that Ray Fitzgerald, a farmer from 
Aurora County, S.D., will soon be 
announced as administrator of the 
agency. The job pays $47,500 a year. 
Fitzgerald, 53. was a deputy ad­ 
ministrator of ASCS during the Ken­ 
nedy and Johnson administrations of 
the 1960s. The agency handles major 
farm program s, including price 
support operations for wheat, com, 
cotton and dairy products. 
In a related move. Bergland also is 
screening applicants for a number of 
jobs as headis of state ASCS offices. 
These are executive directors who run 
office operations at the state levels. 
Last Friday Bergland sent ter­ 
mination notices to 19 ASCS state 
directors who were appointed by the 
Nixon and Ford adm inistrations. 
Normally, these are political ap­ 
pointees who resign when there is a 
political change in administrations.

(AP) — He knows just 
about all 280 of the people in this town, 
and all their comings and goings, so 
when a hearse drove by, slowly, with 
its lights on, Chester Chappell was 
puzzled. 


“I wonder who that could be?” he 
said. He fell silent for a moment, then 
smiled through his scraggly, tobacco 
stained beard. 


“They use to smuggle whiskey that 
way. Put it in a hearse and drive it 
right down the highway. That was 
during the time you couldn’t buy legal 
whiskey.” 


Chester Chappell is as central a 
figure in this village as the red brick 
firehouse — he remembers when it 
was a harness shop — or the Wander- 
In beer joint and pool hall, the stone 
steps of which provide the vantage 
point where this rumpled old man of 70 
gets his daily view of the world. 


Customers at the Wander-In greet 
him cordially, school children call out 
“Hi, Ches!” as they hurry by, men in 
overalls wave from passing pickup 
trucks. 


If no one chooses to chat with him he 
sits silently without complaint. When 
the day is done, when all the children 
gave gone home, when the shop doors 
are closed and locked, when the last 
train has been noted and its freight 
cars counted, Chester Chappell climbs 
the hill to his windowless hovel. 
“It ain’t the best place to live, but it 
will do me. It was an old jailhouse at 
one time. The town knows I’m here but 
there is no rent on it or nothing. I carry 
my own water and I carry my wood 
and I make out all right.” 
In the morning he will be back on the 
stone steps, observing and reminiscing 
with anyone who will listen. 
“ I’ve worked all around. I worked in 
the rock quarry and loaded trucks by 
hand. I farmed. I put up bundles and 
shocked grain for $3 a day. Wasn’t any

IO S ANGEIJCS (A P) - In 
one of TV’s periodic navel 
inspections, 
CBS 
News 
tonight looks back at network 
television of the 1950s in a 
two-hour 
show, 
“ When 
Television

Young,” 
reported by (Charles Kurait. 
It’s a sharper-than-usual 
memory tour of TV in that it 
goes 
beyond 
the 
usual 
collection of drama and 
comedy highlights and self- 
serving salutes to them good 
old black-and-white days. 
Sure, it has its share of 
Ernie Kovacs clips, quick 
glimpses of young struggling 
thespians 
like 
Charlton 
Heston, the late James Dean, 
Jack Iemmon and Grace 
Kelly going about their 
dramatic business. 
But it also goes into the 
early days of TV news, in­ 
cluding the use of govern­ 
ment-supplied and govern­ 
ment-narrated film which 
then was aired under the 
guise 
of 
news, 
not 
propaganda. 
Arid it recalls the big quiz 
show scandals, using House 
testimony to illustrate how 
some contestants on CBS’ 
“ $64,000 Question” got an­ 
swers to the big and lesser 
questions in advance. 
Alas, 
that 
is 
only 
a 
recitation 
of quiz 
show 
history, not an attempt to see 
if such scandals can occur 
today in the daytime and 
twilight world of game shows, 
as they’re now called. 
The program also dwells on 
the sordid 1950s practice of 
blacklisting, when frightened 
networks, advertisers and 
individuals denied work to 
artists accused by anti­ 
communist 
zealots 
of 
Communist sympathies. 
Kurait cites a few examples 
of blacklist victims, among 
them actor Philip Ix>eb of 
“ The Goldbergs” and dancer 
Paul Draper, who did a quick 
tapdance number on the late 
Ed Sullivan’s variety show on 
CBS. 
But 
vagueness 
flaws 
Kuralt’s narrative when he 
notes that “ in the eyes of 
some people Loeb was either 
a Communist or belonged to a 
Communist front.” And when 
he says Draper’s career on 
TV in the United States ended 
because “ somebody had said 
Draper was a Communist.” 
Who were these mysterious 
somebodies? No specifics are 
advanced, 
even 
though 
Kurait later notes that “ Red 
Channels,” a list of supposed 
Communist 
sympathizers, 
was given 4,000 key TV and 
advertising folk. 
“ The unstated purpose (of 
the book) was to scare 
executives,” he says. “ It did. 
If your name was in ‘Red 
Channels,’ 
you 
were 
professionally 
dead 
for 
years.” 
Valuable perspective also 
could have come in in­ 
terviews with network and 
advertising executives (no 
such interviews are in the 
show) who went along with 
blacklisting — provided one 
could be found, of course.

Bill Backed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - the 
House Commerce and I*abor Com­ 
mittee 
recommended 
passage 
Tuesday night of a bill designed to 
protect Ohioans from computer age 
technology in the supermarket. 
The bill requires retail grocery 
outlets switching to computerized 
pricing to continue to mark prices in 
Arabic numerals on individual items 
with the exception of some small 
items. 
Rep. Sherrod Brown, D-61 Man­ 
sfield, reintroduced the bill this year 
after having a similar measure vetoed 
at the last session by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 
Rhodes apparently subscribed to 
contentions of the Ohio Council of 
Retail Merchants, which is still 
fighting the legislation, that it would 
preclude stores from saving labor 
costs which otherwise could be passed 
along to consumers. 
Brown and other supporters said 
individual pricing is an aid to the 
elderly and uneducated, and that the 
simple posting of prices on super­ 
market shelves—as proposed in the 
computer setup is ineffective and 
prone to error. 
Use of the computer system involves 
the printing of coded lines on food 
packages which cause the price to be 
run up when scanned by a light device 
at the checkout counter. 
It does offer the consumer a detailed 
printout of the items he has purchased, 
the weight or volume, and the price, 
for checking against errors.

thymus, a gland in the throat that 
helps the body fight off disease. Within 
24 hours of birth, she was put in a glass 
and plastic cubicle to prevent any 
germs from reaching her 
Now she lives in the pediatrics ward 
at the University of Arizona Medical 
Center as doctors continue watching to 
make sure she builds normal im­ 
munities to disease. 
“ She has done remarkably well,” 
says pediatrician James F. Jones. 
“ She has had a couple of illnesses, 
common virus infections. She had a 
little more trouble with them than the 
normal person would. But we didn’t do 
anything different and she recovered.” 
Even the most common virus could 
have killed Penny before December. 
That was when she became the 
fourth baby in the world known to have 
undergone a new treatment to help 
build defenses against disease. 
She was injected with a laboratory 
culture grown from tissue taken from 
a normal baby’s thymus. Somehow, 
doctors say they are not exactly sure 
what makes it work, the injection helps 
the body build immunities. 
The injection worked on Penny; her 
body produced some of the antibodies 
needed to fight off the virus she con­ 
tracted after being brought out of 
isolation. 
"Her reaction to those viruses was 


not typical, but she still fought them 
off,” he says. 
Now that she has established at least 
some immunities to more common 
ailments, such as colds and flu, doctors 
want her to build them against more 
dangerous diseases. 
She has received her second series of 
regular childhood vaccinations for 
polio, diphtheria, whooping cough and 
other diseases, Jones says. Tests 
showed that the first series was suc­ 
cessful in helping her to build normal 
immunities. 
If the second series is successful, she 
will be able to go home, possibly in 
about a month, he says. Meanwhile, 
Penny’s parents visit her regularly, 
playing with her the way they were 
unable to during her first year. 
In that time, her only contact with 
other humans was through plastic 
gloves attached to her germ-free 
cubicle. 
Penny’s lack of direct human con­ 
tact for the first 13 months of her life 
does not seem to have caused any 
psychological or emotional problems, 
Jones says. 
Penny’s parents have two normal 
children, but lost two others shortly 
after their births to the same disease 
— called severe combined immune 
deficiency — that afflicted Penny.

Solar Energy Costs 
To Be Com petitive? 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Solar 
energy costs may be competitive with 
other means of producing electricty 
within five years, the new chief of the 
Federal Energy Administration says. 
“If you get these more advanced 
technologies of direct conversion of 
sunlight to electricty, it means that the 
energy restraints are off your backs 
forever,” 
Federal 
Energy 
Ad­ 
ministrator John O’ljeary told guests 
at 
the 
American 
Newspapers 
Publishers Association convention on 
Wednesday. 
0 ’I>eary also said President Carter’s 
energy plan has received a “very, very 
positive” response, although different 
interest groups have opposed specific 
portions. 
“ The 
petroleum 
people 
are' 
somewhat miffed over their treat­ 
ment,” O’Leary said. “Some of the 
environmental people don’t like the 
coal aspects, or the nuclear guidelines. 
Some of the consumer people would 
prefer to see no excise taxes. 
“But, by and large, these are not 


attacks on the central objective of the 
program ... (to) share the burden more 
or less equally across the economy,” 
O’l^ary said at a news conference 
following his ANPA speech. 
In his speech before 1,400 publishers 
and editors, O’Leary said as recently 
as two years ago he believed that the 
technology to efficiently produce 
electricity from sunlight was 25 years 
in the future. 
But since then, the increasing cost 
and impending shortage of other 
energy sources has spurred research 
to the extent that he now expects 
practical results from solar energy 
technology within five years, O’Leary 
said. 
Current solar energy technology 
costs IO to 15 times the cost of other 
sources to produce electricity, “but we 
can close that gap entirely within five 
years,” he said. 
But in the short term, O’l^eary told 
the ANPA convention, the only solution 
to the energy problem is conservation 
of energy.
